It was uphill work for him, 
but he was industrious, and though never 
avery active man, be loved to work, and 
bronght to his purpose a conscientious 
determination to outwork with intelli- 
gence his honest convictions. In ad- 
dition to his workin the philharmonie 
societies he gave secular concerts in a 
large building en Seventh avenue, near 
Central Park, where he attempted to en- 
force the discipline and regulations of a 
“first-class concert room. Well now this 
Terrace Garden, as it was cailed, was 
but little more than a respectable beer 
garden, aud people went there summer 
nights te hear music, to drink beer, to 
smoke cigars, to chat, to passa pleasant 
hourortwo.

The district now represented by 
William L. Scott has gone Repub- 
lican, although that gentleman was 
confident that his successor would 
be a Democrat. He would have 
been beaten himeelf if he had been 
a candidate, and be says the tariff 
men subscribed $75,000 for that 
especial purpose. One reason he 
gives for not accepting a renomi- 
nation is that he would have been 
compelled to fight them with their 
own weapons. and he did not want 
the voters in the district corrupted. 
Scott is more broken than any of 
the Democratic leaders by the de- 
feat, for not only was he confident 
of winning, but has been the Presi- 
dent’s nearest friend, and was 
largely responsible for his tariff 
reform message of 1887. He was 
the only one of the Democratic 
leaders in the House who was con- 
sulted or was permitted to read 
that document before it wus sent 
to Congress. 

Senator Gorman takes the defeat 
' philosophically, but he never was 

an admirer of Cleveland. He isa 
protectionist, and has been stub- 
bornly opposed to all of the fea- 
tures of the President’s policy from 
the beginning. He was the first of 
the Democratic leaders to go to 
bed last nigbt, but he continued to 
claim a victory until his head 
touched the pillow. 
Postmaster-General Dickinson is 
another man badly hurt. He has 
been absolutely certain of the Pres- 
ident’s re-electioa, and leased his 
Washington residence for three 
years. Up to the very last mo- 
ment he insisted that Michigan 
would go Democratic, and when 
the returns showed Republican 
gains in the southern part of the 
' State, he wired bis headquarters to 
keep up their courage, for the 
northern peninsula would redeem 
his promise. 
The campaign that has juet closed 
' cost an immense amount of money 
—more than twice as much as apy 
previous one. The exact amount 
is difficult to estimate, but each of 
the National Committees raised 
and spent more than $1,000,000, and

The amount of 
money that has changed hands on 
the election is very large.

He always impresses the witness with a 
great fear of some knowledge held in re- 
serve, and hecan scare a man to death in 
aquiet way as readily as need be. Ite-. 
member a very amusing scene between 
him and a witness. The man on the stand 
was quite intimately acquainted with 
Marsh, and was called by the opposite 
side. Whenit became time. to cross-ex- 
amine him Mr. Marsh started in the 
usual way. Hetransfixed the man with 
alook; advanced to within three paces; 
straightened up, ran his hand through his 
hair, let his long eyeldshes fall over his 
eyesasif putting them in ambush, and 
then said ina hard tone: *“‘What is your | 
name, sir?’’ The witness was of course 
confused at this from aman he knew so 
well, and he gave his name as if he wasn’t 
sure that he had a right to it.

** Joseph Choate is famous as a cross-ex- 
aminer, His manner is invariably quiet.

If the answer is un- 
satisfactory he immediately drops the 
subject, lets the witness wander away for 
a littie whileand finally brings him gentiy 
back to the same question.

‘Senator Evarts’ method is very simi- 
lar to Choate’s, intellectually, and yery 
different, physically. He stands quietly 
in his place with a look of deepest- 
thought upon his face. The witness can- 
not fail to perceive from Evarts’ expres- 
sion what a great and subtle intellect he 
has to deal with, and the effect is never 
lost. Occasionally Evarts makes a ges- 
ture, sweeping both hands downward, 
and bringing them downward in front of 
him as a baseball player does when he 
catches a bail below his waist.
